Ji comea by river route on endl transports and ie all. taken te Bosansici Brad 
where it is stered in the depytse of the Starderd refinery. Fron there it is 
eont by tank railway cars directly to air flelde all over Tugoslavia. 


&, Yogoslevia Laporte her petrolem products slnoct exclusively feom Rumania. 
This treffie amounts to about 100,000 tons annually of the refined snd the 
crade product. It is transperted by a fleet of 20 small 708 tons transports 
which sail on the Danube mostly during tha summer and fall months to avoid 
the treege. 


3. The erude products are taken to the fluvial port of Cukarica, neas Bolrrade. 
From there it is pumped directly to the forger Shel refinery which is about 
two. Kus away andi which is connected ta tha deck by a pipeline. irom Cukaries 
the petroleum products are then sent vie Vukovar ta the following centers: 


a} are the dapota of the Standard Vacuua O11 of Yugoslavia located 
north of the railway depot of the city.

4. The anmal production of the Yugoslav ofl walls at present is about 50,000 tons 
of high grade cride petroleum. The Tugesiav wells are the following: 


&) Cakovac: Two wells aro belyg operated north of Yoraniin, near the “ungerdtan 
er. Thay yield about 30,000 tons of erude high grade pebroleun.. 


b) Geilo: Three wells are being operated’ south of Zagreb. They yaelé about 
ag, OGO tons of crude potrolewn. 


5. There are crade oi) proceaning plants at Osijek, bet they ara not in sperating 
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efficiency. The oi] produced in Yugoslavia is sent to the Caprag Refinery 
(formerly Shell Company of Yugoslavia). 


6 The present reserve of petrolem products in Yugoslavia amounts to about 
160,000 tons. 
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
